I cannot say how many pea- 
sant children are being educated, 
and how well. But the manage- 
ment of “Al Ahram,” in plan- 
ning the future of the paper, 
looks to a circulation of three 
to four million in a few years 
when the necessary literates will 
have reached the market.

To speculaic on the character 
of Sovict involvement in LEgyp- 
tian ovents is looking for 
trouble.

Four years ago today (yar 26 — June 5, 1967), Jordan opened fire on 
Jerusalem and on other Isracli points from positions all along the former 
Israel—Jordan armistice lines. One of the results was that about 48 hours 
later Jorusnlem was re-united under sovereign Jewish control for the first 
time in 19 centuries. One of the results of this has been — again for 
the first time in 19 centuries, including 19 years in which the Jordanians 
had violated the armistice agreement by denying Israel access to the 
Western Wall and other holy places and cultural institutions, and had 
wantonly and systematically destroyed or desecrated Jewish sites — an 
almost totally free and peaceful (but for a few outrages whose perpetra- 
tors have paid or are paying the price) mingling of Jerusalem's residents 
and pilgrims as they go about their secular as well as religious affairs. 
The meaning of this and of Jerusalem, which is the first city of Jewry, 
the second city or less of Christendom, and the third city or less of Islam, 
is discussed here by Dr. SUSAN AURELIA GITELSON, who lectures at the

“Sefer Hovron.” Small wonder, 
sloc> the ancient city of Hebron 
ig even more beloved than Jeru- 
salem, Safad and Tiberlas, belng 
the "City of the Patrlarchs," the 
site of the Cave of Machpela, the 
burial place, according to tradi- 
tion, of the four couples: Adam 
and Eve, Abraham and Sarah, Isaac 
and Rebecea, Jacob and Leah. 

This beautifully printed andrich- 
ly illustrated and documented book 
is divided Into nine sectiona, The 
first section, “Hebron, the City of 
the Patrlarchs," opens with an ar- 
ticle by Prof, Blnyamin Mazar, "Ki- 
ryat Arba is Hebron.” The article 
Points out that Hebron wag a rell- 
gious centre, 4 city of Priests and 
Levites and a Biblical city of re- 
fuge for the Judean Mountain re- 
gion. Biblical tradition also refera 
to Blonel Mamre and the altar 
which Abraham bullt there (Genesis 
13:18) ‘as one of the most impor- 
tant religious meeting places in 
the country. It was there, appa- 
rently, that David made his cove- 
nant with the elders of Isrnel (II 
Samucl 5:3). 

Rabbi Mordechai Hacohen writes 
on “Hebron in the Book of Books" 
He enumerates all the Biblical re- 
ferences to Hebron and explalna 
such passages as: “Abraham was 
a stranger and 4 sojourncr in Heb- 
ron.” The meaning is, he says, that 
Abraham lived intermittently in the 
city, moving elsewhere from time 
to tlme but always returaing to 
Hebron, whieh he considered his 
home town. 

The articles by Yitzhak Alfasi 
and Oded Avissar, on “Uninterrupt- 
ed Jowlsh Settlement,” bring in- 
teresting testimony about persecu- 
tlons which the Το of Hebron 
underwent over the ages. The au- 
thors quote letters by great Jew- 
ish sages who visited the Cave, such 
as Malmonides (1168), Binyamin of

J WANTED to hear more about 

Rafael Cansiuos-Asséns, whose 
influence on Borges was obviously 
so decisive. Here was an extraor- 
dinarily talented and versatile at- 
thor and translator, the central 
figure in Spanish ultratsme, who 
was so neglected at his death in 
1964 that the journals of Hispuniec 
studies throughout the world filled 
to print any appropriate tribute to 
hia memory.
